To the Inhabitants of the Town of Auburn in said County 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Grange Hall in said 
town, on Tuesday the eleventh day of March, next, at ten 
o'clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

First. To choose by ballot and major vote a town clerk. 

Second. To choose by ballot and major vote three select- 
men, town treasurer, highway agent, one library trustee for 
three years, and one cemetery trustee for three years. 

Third. To choose by ballot one trust fund trustee for 
three years. . 

Fourth. To choose all other necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 

Fifth. To see if the town will vote to incur debt for 
temporary loans in anticipation of taxes for the year 1919. 

Sixth. To raise money to defray town charges for the 
ensuing year. | 

Seventh. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise in addition to the amount required by law for the 
repairs of highways, and appropriate the same. 

Eighth. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the maintenance of trunk line 
road. : 


Ninth. To see if the town will vote to raise, appropriate 
and set apart an additional sum equal to fifty per cent of 
the amount required by section 4, chapter 35, laws of 1905, 
relating to state highways. 

Tenth. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of state aid road. 

Eleventh. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repair of bridges in town. 

Twelfth. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money sufficient for the proper observance of 
Memorial Day, and choose a committee to expend the same. 

Thirteenth. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

To the Inhabitants of the School District of Auburn, quali- 
fied to vote in School District affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Grange Hall, in said 
district, the first day of March, 1919, at one o’clock in the 
afternoon, to act on the following subjects: 

First. To choose a moderator for the ensuing year. 

Second. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 

Third. To choose a member of the school board for 
three years. 

Fourth. To choose a member of the school board for 
one year. 

Fifth. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing year. 

Sixth. To choose an auditor for the ensuing year. 


Seventh. To see what sum of money the district will 
vote to raise for the support and equipment of schools for 
the remainder of the fiscal year ending August 31, 1919. 

Eighth. To see what sum of money the district will vote 
to raise for support of schools in addition to that required 
by law, for the fiscal year ending August 31, 1920. 

Ninth. To see if the district will vote to authorize the 
school board to unite with one or more town districts or 
special districts to form a supervising district for the pur- 
pose of employing a superintendent of the public schools 
therein, under the provisions of Chapter 77 of the Session 
laws of New Hampshire, 199, and to raise money to carry 
such vote into effect.
